| the position of public affairs at this moment is most grave and 


menacing. We are engaged in a war with the most colossal and 
| inaccessible Power in the world. We have an army in one of the 
| most vulnerable parts of his dominions, but that army is reduced 
| to less than one-half of its original effective strength, and is 
| threatened with an imminent and deadly struggle not only for 
victory but for existence. In the very crisis of the war we dis- 
cover that our military system is defective, and either the machine 
or the personnel of our military administration inadequate to the 
pressure which has come upon it. The country is angry and 
alarmed ; the House of Commons echoes instead of interpreting 
its feelings, and insists vpon doing a necessary thing in an im- 
practicable way; the Government is defeated and resigns; two 
political chiefs in succession endeavour to construct a new ad- 
ministration, and fail in the attempt; a third succeeds, but his 
| Ministry has:not been a week in office before three of its most im- 
| portant members resign, and we are again thrown into confusion 
and uncertainty. All the difficulties, drawbacke, and weaknesses 
| of representative institutions are;coming upon us in an aggravated 
form jast at the critical instant whea they are most damaging 
and most discreditable. The situation demands concentrated 
energy, and we have nothing but disunion and discontent. We 
need either the single will and the prompt action of despotism, or 
that patriotic self-abnegation that can, on occasion, imitate, sup- 
ply, and surpass all the resources and advantages of aristocratic 
power;—and we have got neither. 
j} There are two strong and effective Governments possible in 
Great Britain, aud only two. There are two foundations on 
which a Minister may base his power: if be builds on neither, or 
: he attempts by compromise to build partially om both, he is 
ost. 

He may rely on the favour of the Crown, on the support of 
the House of Lords, on the strength which he can derive from 
conciliating influential individuals and powerful parties; he may 
rally round him by temporising or may embody ia bis adminis- 
tration the senators of the largest personal following, of the most 
consummate talent, of the widest reputation, the greatest 
local weight ; and he may so contrive his measures as to evade 
serious opposition and to escape damaging defeats. In this mode 
he may manage not only to maintain himself in power, but to 
carry on the business of the country with energy and skill ; 
Geum has a vas: respect for celebrated names and proved 
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Or if he finds his principles opposed to the Court or the aris- 
tocracy; if he finds himself deserted by political chiefs and at 
variance with old parties; if he finds the established reputation 
of the Senate arrayed against him, and their influence exerted to 
thwart his measures and drive him from power,—he may still 
make head against all these hostile forces, if he can call to his 
aid a force paramount to all. He may form his Governnent of 
men able aud competent in all administrative functions, though 
not the Sommités of the Parliamentary world. He may carry 
on in spite of defeat after d:feat, as Pitt did in 1784, as Peel did 
in 1884, as Lord Derby did in 1852. Since the entire modifica- 
tion of party warfare by the Reform Bill of 1832, no Minister 
need resign merely because he is left in a minority, so long as he 
be not driven from power by a direct vote of want of coutidinee. 
He may still conduct the Government of the country, though 
baffied in his legislative efforts, and may wait for the success of 
these to future sessions or to other years. 


Bat in order to pur- | 


sue this course he must know that he has the nation on his side. | 
He must feel that he is interpreting the will and carrying oat | 
the purposesof the people. He must be backed by the country. He | 
muat know, and his Parliamentary opponents must know, that by | 
a dissolution he can at any time command a majority. If he be | 


not the Ministerof the Crown nor of the aristocracy, he must be | 


the Minister of the people beyond question or mistake. 


We deeply deplore the secession from the Government of such 
men as Mr Gladstone, Mr S. Herbert, and Sir James Graham. 
They would be a grievous loss at any time. They are doubly a 
loss at such a crisis as the present. Still their places may be 
filled up by competent successors, and it may still be possible for 
Lord Palmerston to carry on his Government without them. Bat 
he can no longer hope to command a majority in this House of 
Commons. He need not resign in consequence ; but it will be 
necessary for him so to act and speak as to command a majority 
in the next House, whenever it may please him to summon one. 
Nay, if he fairly throws himself upon the country in such a way 
as to obtain its suffrages, the very prospect of a dissolution may, 
for some time at least, render a dissolution needless. If he do 
this, he may be the most popular and pdéwerfa! Minister we have 
seen for many a long year. He may live longer and do more 
than any of his predecessors since Lord Grey. If he does not do 
this, he will add another to the long list of failures; and Parlia- 
mentary Government in times of difficulty will become almvust 
impossible. 


Now, what is it that the country requires? Nothing unreason- 
able, nothing excessive, nothing it is not entitled to demand, 
nothing that a really patriotic aud honest Minister need scruple 
to grant. It requires an assurance that the system under which 
a gallant and powerful army has starved, sickened, and died 
down to a miserable remnant, shall be changed. An assurance 
that no delinquent shall be screened, that no fac's shall be hushed 
up, that a searching inquiry shail be instituted, that strict and 
even-handed justice shall be done. An assurance that no incom- 
petent officer, civil or military, shall be appointed or retained in 
his appointment, whatever be his rank, age, services, or political 
connections. Less than this the nation ought not to be satisfied 
with. Less thau this Lord Palmerston cannot and ought not to 
retain office if he will not promise. 

The country is angry. It is impatient. It is suspicious. 
Who can say that it has not ample reason to be so? It has lost 
in one way or another 25,000 men. It bas spent antold millions, 
It has gained two splendid victories, but is as far from success 
as ever. Its troops, i¢., its brothers, sons, and fathers, have 
fallen victims apparently to incapacity, neglect, stupid officials, and 
careless or corrupt appoiotments. It sees itself lowered in the 
eyes of Europe; its hoaoar, its prestige, its safety even seriously 
imperilled. It has seen nobody punisbed, nobody reprimanded, 
novody recalled. It has, therefore, a right to be angry, impatient, 
and suspicious. 


But it has no wish to be vindictive or unjust. It does not de- 


sire to strike any but the guilty, or to remove any but the unfit 
and the incapable. It is well aware how difficalt it is to ascer- 
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tain where the fault has lain, and how little mere rumour and 
mere clamour are to be trusted. It does not say positively, 
“ This or that man is imbecile or iniquitous: we insist upon his 
“ being recalled and punished.” It says, “* Somebody must have 
“been grievously in fault: we insist upon it that Government 
“ shall ascertain who that somebody is, and shall dismiss bim. 
“ Nay, we believe that Government must and does ulyeady know 
“ who he is; and yet we hear of no dismissal. We insist upon 
“ some security that the state of things we compiaia of shall not 
* continue, and shall not again recur.” 
If Lord Palmerston would say simply and briefly, “ We will 
“ shield no one, whatever be his rank and position. We will retain 
“no one whom we do not believe to be fully competent to his duties. 
* As soon as we can ficd a delinquent we will dismiss him. As 
“soon as we can detect an abuse we will remedy it. But do not 
“ask us to sacrifice any individual or any system to newspaper 
“ ontcries, or to the charges of irresponsible individuals. You ask 
* us to do justice to you: do not ia the same breath ask us to do in- 
“ justice to others, Give us your confidence, aud we will deserve 
“it. Yousee that we are inquiring—that we are making changes— 
“that we are as active as we can be in introdacing improvements. 
| “ We assure you, as statesmen and gentlemen, that we are as re- 
‘| “solved as you are to introduce a thorough reformation both of 
| “ persons and things; only we must act deliberately, sagaciously, 
i| and jastly;”"—if Lord Palmerston held this language, we are 
|| satistied the country would wait and would support him. 
| But he must back his language by deeds which show that he 
| Means what he says, and can do what he means. At present we 
‘| are bound tn say that neither his deeds nor his words have been

|} altogether such as to command the confidence necessary to enable 


] is a great step in the right direction to send out commissions of 
| competent and unbiassed meu. But have these commissioners 
|| full powers to act? or are they merely to report and advise? 
|, And, above al!, why is uo one recalled or superseded, except Lord 
| Lucan? It may be that Lord Raglan is, in spite of all that has been 
|| said,a competeut coumander. It may be, at least, that no more 
|| Competent one is at hand. But why does Lord Hurdinge still con- 
|| tinue at the Horse Guar!s? Why is Dr Audrew Smith the chief 
|| Of the medical staff? Why is Commissary-General Filder still 
|| in office? And why is public feeling—public pr-judice if you will 
{| —insulted in its wost excited mood by the appointment of a 
‘| veteran of eighty years of age to the chief command in Ireland ? 
While such ‘hings are and are not done, how can the confidence 
| Of the country be gained ? 
| Nor was the language of Lord Palmerston on Monday night 
| altogether calculated to give satisfaction or inspire confidence. 
| His answer to the existivg outcry against the aristocratic consti- 


_ flaewce generally, was Seside the mark, and sounded like special 
| pleading, and special pleading of a feeble kind. It ia useless to 
| say that the aristocracy fought well—as well as the common sol- 
_diers. Of course they did. No one denied it. No one ever 
‘| doubted their fighting powers or propensities. Bat fighting is 
| not the only thiug nor the chief thing we want from our officers. 
| fan officer ca» ouly fight, he had better be a private at a shilling 
' a day. An officer must be able to watch over his men, to 
|| economise their strength, to look to their comforts, to see that 
they are not neglected, 10 keep them in good fighting condition. 
| “If they are without food, without shelter, without clothing, it is 
his duty not to acguiesce in this state of things, but to leave no 
| stone unturned to get it remedied, to represent it daily to 
,| hissuperior, to weary the Commander in Chiet with remonstrauces, 
| to leave the Commissariat no peace till it be rectified, to busy 
| himself night and day to supply the wants arising from the neg- 
|, ligence and incapacity of others. Can Lord Palmerston say that 
|| our officers have done this? The complaint was that the highest 
|| and best and most critical appointments in the army were filled up, 
i! not by the ablest officers, but by taose most aristocratically con- 
i] nected. Can Lord Palmerston say that this has not been the case? 
The charge is that aristocratic intiuence is so stroug, or political 
considerations so overpowering, that incompetent men, if highly 
connected, are not recalied—that deiinquent men, if highly re- 
| commended and powertuliy supported, are screened from blame 
and penalty. Can Lord Palmerston deny this? The country 
believes that the noble generals aud adjutaots have not displayed 
the untiring aud vver-ridiug energy which would have been shown 
by others whose rank did not exonerate them either from the need 
of toil or the dread of responsibility ; aud that the Horse Guards 
continue to appoiut the same class of men under whom our cala- 
mities have occurred. Js it not so? 

Two thiugs ate certain:—that without the unbounded con- 
fidence of the country vo Minister at this crisis can retain his 
power long, or use it serviceably ;—and that this coutidence will 
be given to no one who attempts either to defend or to continue 
the actual system.

Thus it will be perceived that our supply of flax is a very 
small quantity below the supply in 1852, only 99,000 cwts, and is 
only 580,000 cwts below the very large importations, partly in- 
duced by the probability of war, in 1853. The hemp and its 
substitutes imported in 1854 was more than in 1852 by 153,000 
cwts, and 36,000 cwts less than in 1853. If we have had to pay 
something more for these articles, and for substitutes for tallow, 
the dimiuvution of the supply has been so small as to expose us to 
very little inconvenience. So with the great article of corn, the 
import of wheat in 1854 exceeds that of 1852 by 370,000 qrs, and 
of oats 25,000 qrs. Our supply of flour, of which we get next to 
none from Russia, was indeed less in 1854 than in 1852, 220,000 
cwts, and less thanion 1853 by nearly 1,000,000 cwts, showing that 
our limited supplies are much more caused by the great consump- 
tion and shortness of stocks in the neighbouring countries than by 
the war. ‘The same fact shows itselfin the import of potatoes, only 
116,446 cwts in 1854, against 1,133,609 cwts in 1853, and 773,619 
cwts in 1852. Nobody denies that war is a great and deplorable 
evil; but there are other evils beside wars, such as deficient 
harvests, and such as reckless waste, a want of timely providence. 
and exports so excessive, at one time stimulating consumption, and 
at another so curtailed, depriving the workman of employment and 
of bread, as to derange all ordinary calculations for conducting 
the affairs of life. 

Tne bulk of ourother imports, such as coffee, spices, spirits, sugar, 
tea, timber, wine, cotton, wool, either showed a considerable in- 
crease or a slight decrease, to be accounted for by other circum- | 
stances than a falling off in the demandat home. The sheep and | 
lambs’ wool imported, though less than in 1853, is greater than in |' 
1852, aud the imports from our colonies exceed in 1854 those of 
either of the preceding years. We might readily have imported 
and retained more had we required {t. The figures are these :—

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THE NEWSPAPER STAMP ACT. 


Last week we referred to the general policy of the Act for re- 
pealing the stamp charged upon newspapers. The Act itself 
has since been presented to Parliament. So far as its principle 
is concerned, it is so clear and simple that there is little more to 
be said on the subject. The main provisions of the Act may be 
stated in a few words. It begins by repealing the existing stamp 
duties and all Acts relating to the printing and publishing of news- 
papers,—including the necessity of registration at Somerset 
House, and the securities tow required by law. The effect of 
this will be to place a newspaper in every respect ig, the same 
position as any othor printed publication. It then enacts that 
any newspaper or other printed matter may psss through the 
Post-office for the charge of one penny, provided it does not exceed 
four ounces in weight, and is a single copy of such publication. 
The ordinary postage head attached wilk be sufficient for this 
purpose. But it also enacts that newspapers may be stamped 
with distinctive dies, as at present, and in that case they will 
have the privilege of re-transmission through the post for seven 
days. In all cases, however, it will be necessary that the paper 
shall be so folded that the stamp shall be exposed to the eye. 

But, inasmuch as some of the existing newspapers exceed the 
weight of four ounces, and as it is not intended that the present 
measure shall limit existing privileges, it is provided that all 
existing newspapers shall pass through the post for one penny, 
whatever may be their weight, provided they contain ouly the 
present legal amount of printed matter in superficial inches. 

In order to give the newspapers the privileges to which they 
are entitled under treaties with foreigu countries, which do not 
extend to other printed matters, they will require to be registered 
at the Post-office for that purpose. There is no period fixed for

"THE GREEN COFFEE QUESTION. 


WE are amongst those who consider that the interests of the 
country as well as of the Government of the day are best secured 
by publicity. Inconvenient as the revelations of the press may 


value—and that in more ways than one. In none more than the 
additional power which the pressure of public opinion gives to 
the responsible Executive to deal with incompetent officers and 
defective systems. But it is only in proportion as the informa- 
tion conveyed to the public is correct, that it can be attended with 
real benefit. Exaggeration or misrepresentation destroys much 
of its valne, and casts a general slur and discredit over even that 
part which may be true. We have seldom seen a stronger exam- 
ple of this than in the case of the supply of coffee to the troops 
in the East, and the various remarks which have been made 
thereon. We have been told that the troops in the Crimea hav- 
ing no means of roasting coffee, have been served with that article 
in its green state, in which it could not be of avy real service :— 
that early in the month of October Lord Raglan, through the 
Commissary General on the spot, protested against this practice : 
—that up to the 20th of January, no reply had been given 
nor any notice whatever taken of that remonstrance:—that with 
that protest before the home authorities, who were responsible for 
the Commissariat arrangement, Sir Charles Trevelyan, the As- 
|| sistant-Secretary of the Treasury, wrote to Messrs Collier and 
Son, extensive coffee roasters iu the city of London, who had 
1] applied to be employed in furnishing coffee in a roasted state, that, 
| “My Lords were not aware that coffee in an uvroasted state was 
_| “supplied to the troops, and that such an occurrence was impos- 
| “sible, inasmuch as there were large establishments for roasting 
}| “coffee in the various establishments.”* And actuated by the 
very natural feelings to which such statements gave rise, Mr 

_ Ball gave notice in the House of Commons that he should put the 
| following question to the Secretary of the Treasury :—** Whether 
| “the conduct of the person or persons responsible for having 
“ issued unroasted coffee to the troops in the Crimea during the

| These statements were allowed to be made and referred to so 
| repeatedly, that the public at length placed implicit confidence in 
their accuracy ; and, in the absence of some contradiction by the 
Government, they were justified in doing so. Now, the whole

cost, without any duty, were forwarded to the East, and placed at 
the disposal of the troops. It cannot be doubted that this was 
an arrangement extremely advantageous to the troops, and one 
which argues care and foresight on the part of those who made it. 
Of course it was quite uncertain to what extent these articles 
would be bought, how long they would remain on hand, and to 
what locality they would have to follow the troops. Under such 
circumstances, coffee, it is plain, could only with propriety be 
sent in an unroasted state, as is the practice in the navy, and as 
was the practice adopted in the Kaffir war, after experiments of 
all kinds had been made—and as is to this moment the practice 
of the French Government, whose coffee is all roasted in the | 
camp. It was not until the 28th of June that Lord Raglan issued | 
a general order, by which coffee and sugar were to be made | 
a part of the soldier’s daily rations. That general order was sent 
ou the 3d of July from Varna. But in the meantime, before it 
was received, the Commissariat department at home sent, by 
way of experiment, a quantity equal to 5,000Ibs of roasted coffee, 
with a request that a report might be made as to the most con- 
venient form in which coffee in future should be sent. This | 
report arrived at the Treasury en the 6th of November from the 
Crimea; and on the 7th of that month (the day following) a 
Treasury minute ordered 225,000 lbs of roasted coffee to be sent, 
and to be succeeded by monthly quantities of 75,000 Ibs. About | 
six months after that time, Messrs Collier and Son applied to the | 
Treasury; and Sir Charles Trevelyan replied, not in the terms 
quoted from the Times, but that “ the coffee sent out for the use 
“ of the army in the East is roasted in the naval establishments ; 
“and my Lords are not aware that any additional assistance is | 
“ required to hasten the operation.” 

It appears from these papers that since the month of August, 
while yet the army was at Varna, no unroasted coffee has been | 
sent, and that the portion issued iu the Crimea must have been | 
partef the supplies sent to Turkey in the first instance ;—that | 
a report was called for, immediately coffee was made part of the 
soldier’s rations, as to the best form in which it could be sent, an | 
experimental quantity of 5,000 Ibs having been seut ;—that that 
report arrived on the 6th of November, and that immediately | 
after that day steps had been taken to supply coffee in the | 
roasted state ;—and that it was not until six weeks after these | 
arrangements had been madé that Messrs Collier and Son applied | 
to the Treasury. 

On the production of these papers, Mr Ball, naturally enough, 
withdrew his notice.

MR HUME, 


Tue papers of Thursday announced the death of Mr Hume, at 
the age of 78. His life was memorable in its results for the 
public, and instructive to individuals as an example. That kind || 
of ambition which is too often implanted at school, urging a |! 
youth with somewhat shining abilities to believe and to strive | 
that he may become Prime Minister, or Lord Chancellor, or 
Archbishop of Canterbury, is often a source of nnhappiness to | 
individuals and of injury to the public. The instruction of the | 
Catechism, “ Do your daty in that state of life in which it may | 
please God to call you,” unaccompanied by a belief that certain | 
political states of life are an ordinance of God, is much more ia | 
accordance with the well-being of society than a restless desire 
for honours and emoluments. Mr Hume’s character is more an 
illustration of the latter precept than the former, aod hence 
more suitable to be impressed on youth. 

With no striking abilities, but with untiring industry, his elo- | 
quence rambling and sometimes confused, leaving sentences in- 
complete and incomprehensible; never making what is called a |, 
point to be remembered in Pariiamentary records, except ouly | 
those which were held up to ridicule, such as “take your change | 
“ out of that,” “the tottle of the whole ;” he “ would declare black | 
white to keep in the reforming Whigs ;”—but with a thorough 
honesty, a clear perception of right, and unflinching perseverance 
in enforcing his views on the House of Commons and the country, 
he always commanded a ready hearing in that fastidious assembly, 
when much more fastidious than now, and was a welcome speaker 
at all pablic meeticgs even when men of much greater eloquence 
were unattended to. He was alwayssincere. He always sought 
after truth. His power of research and endurance was great ; 
he remained repeatedly, as he said, in the House of Commons for 
sixteen hours together, or on committees, eating only a few pears, 
and he was always hunting after facts, and had facts to state 
bearing on every question on hand. He did not limit his labour 
to any one subject. Fora long period finance, as the most pro- 
minent topic of the day, engaged much of his attention, and he 
laboured night after night and session after session on this sub- 
ject, till he made every Estimate, which had previously been 
passed as a matter of course, a subject of discussion and 
interest. He first impressed on the public the necessity of looking 
after the public outgoings, if they were to have a reduction 
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of the public charges. If he made Ministers, by his question- 
ing, hold fast tenaciously of every item of expenditure, even 
hurrying them at times iato inventing pretexts for an outlay un- 
warranted by facts, he iospired the public with a permanent 
desire for retrenchment. More than any man, he taught the 
public how their money was misapplied. But though he led the 
way in financial reform, in which his successors, by hoisting 
themselves on his shoulders, may have overtopped him, on every 
other question of reform he took correct views, and helped it 
honestly forward. Before the present champions of free 
trade were heard of, he almost annually had something to 
say against the corn laws. He was a Free-trader on principle 
from 1815, and he carried his views into combinations and 
monopolies of trades as well as into corn laws when he had an 
opportunity. He was one ofthe foremost men in Parliament, in 
junction with Sir John Newport, to assail the Irish Church, 
saiesnttnned much to promote the partial reform subsequently 
made in that most extraordinary contrivance for making men 
us. No man was more active and more consistent in 
effecting Parliamentary reform, and his special exertion in that 
cause made the Middlesex electors, at the crisis of the struggle, 
choose him for their leader. Church rates, impressment, military 
flogging, every other practice which thirty-five years ago was 
called an enormity—many of which have been, mainly by his in- 
strumentality, swept away and forgotten ; some of which still 
remain—always found in him a steady, persevering, and generally 
irresistible antagonist. He encouraged education, especially self- 
education, and was more favourable to mechanics’ institutes than 
many others. Because he was honest and sincere, he was generally 
right, and on all the great questions of the day he preceded with 
his advocacy the Ministers and the Parliaments which since 
1815 have reformed our constitutional, commercial, religions, and 
military enactments. For forty years he was continually before 
the public, continually speaking, and continually acting in Parlia- 
ment; and in all that time he met with no equalin successful 
labour, and in totally avoiding any but the most factious and 
trifling reproaches. 

How came he to attain so much emivence, and render such ser- 
vices to the public? His father died in his early youth; his 
mother by her own industry educated him. He found means 
to learn the art of surgery in Aberdeen ; he found friends to pro- 
cure him an appointment in the Company’s service ; he went to 
India, where, by great assiduity in performing his duties, by 
acquiring the languages of the natives, he made himself pre-emi- 
nently usefal, and in a short time acquired a fortune large for his 
moderate wishes, but small in comparison to the vast sums suc- 
cessful men have usually brought from that land of gems, gold, and 
servility. He did not, like many others, sacrifice his life to 
wealth. Though he was far more disinterested than the bulk of 
politicians—though he was ove of a very few men who, having 
the opportunity of making large for:unes, limited his exertions in 
money-making to the attainment of a moderate competency, and 
devoted the whcle of his time, and more Jabour than wouid have 
built up a colossal property for any merchant manufacturer, or 
great lawyer, to the public service without fee or reward, he was 
nevertheless universally, but most mistaken! ., spoken of as greedy 
and parsimonious. ‘The public, asis not unusual, mistook the asser- 
tion of an important public principle—the result of conviction—for 
an attribute of private character, and set down his exertions to eco- 
nomise the money of the nation toa vice of his life. Mr Hume was 
always careful of his property ; it was the result of his labour, and 
he valued it as the meaus of independence and usefulness; but a 
greedy and ambitious man would have devoted his time and 

) talents to money-getting, at lesst till he had reached the House 
of Peers, aud could, like a celebrated banker, bave lived on the 
interest of his nominal income. Being independent ia circum- 
stances and having no favours to seek, his inciivation to be useful 
led him to associa'e with those who in the early part of the ceutury 
took the lead in political improvement, and thus be became con- 
nected with Francis Place, James Mill, and Jeremy Bentham, 
with Burdett and Romilly, and was their hard-working as- 
sociate in Parliament in promoting every design for the public 
good. He endeavoured to give a practical effect to many of 
their theories; and, commeucing in the right path, he con- 
tinued in the right path to the end of his career. He saw the 
complete triamph of bis principles in the abolition of the corn 
law, and he just lived long enough to learn that one of his earliest 
and most favourite reforms, the complete liberation of the press, 
was accomplisbed. 

The life of such a man is a useful study. With compara- 
tively small means, and an earnest purpose, he effected much 
good. He aimed at nothing beyond the reach of ordinary. in- 
dustry and abilities. He was an average hard-working man, 
such as crowd our marts and stand at the head of our factories,

us as @ nation what we are. What he did may be done 
all men of average abilities, if they be industrious, sincere, 

; and the ambition to do the puolic service which 

} inspired him, and may inspire the bulk of men, is mach more to be

THE DOCK COMPANIES DEFEATED. 
We announce with satisfaction the defeat of the attempt of the 
Dock Companies to tax the trade of London. On Monday the 
second reading of the East and West India Dock Bill was moved, 
and, after a debate, the motion was lost by 249 noes to 25 ayes, 
All parties joined to oppose it, Mr Cardwell, as the representative 
of Government, taking this course. The promoters and op 
of the measure were spared all the expense and trouble of a long 
contest in committee. Nothing better could be desired. The 
London Dock Bill and the St Katharine Dock Bill were with. 
drawn, and, for this session at ‘east, we shall hear no more of 
this plan, if it be ever revived. The measure was expressly re- 


sisted on the ground that it was a violation of the contract by 
which the Dock Companies received their privileges.

THE MAINE LIQUOR LAW. 


Att the meddling journals which insist on making men sober 
by legislation have made a somewhat furious onslanght on us 
for quoting from a Maine journal the proofs that the 
Maine liquor law is a failure. They refer in general to 
the earliest presumed effects of the law, and declare that we are 
in error. If this be so, how comes it that the authors of this law 
find it necessary to make a more stringeut enactment. The 
says:—“*A new liquor law has been laid before the special 
“ temperance committee of the Maine Legislature, by Neal Dow, 
“ which is more stringent in its action, if possible, than the ex- 
“isting Maine law. The bill provides that, for selling liquor in 
“ violation of the provisions of the Act, a fine of 50 dols and 
“imprisonment in the county jail for four months shall be in- 
“ flic‘ed for the first offence; tor the second, a fine of 50 dols 
“ and six months’ imprisonment; and for the third, a fine of 100 
** dols and one year in the State prison. Persons intoxicated are 
“obliged to disclose where they obtained their liquor, under 
*“ penalty of going to the house of correction. No action is to 
“ hold against any officer for seizing or destroying liqnor, where 
“the warrant is issued by a competent Court. Express men and 
“ railroad and steam-boat companies who convey liquor, except 
* according to the law, ara to be fined for the first two offences, 
“and imprisoned one month for the third. It is thought the bill 
‘“* will be adopted by the committee, but there is some doubt as to 
“the action of the House.” We resist all such enactments on 
principle. Who is Neal Dow, or who are the law-makers of 
Maine, that they shouid convert a great number of acts into 
offences that are in thems lves innocent or laudable ? Igaorant, 
meddling men of the middie and lower classes, who fancy 
themselves destined to improve mankind by legislation, who still 
cling to the principles of the old slave system of Europe, and who 
have never studied either the priociples which regulate society or 
the principles of legislation, are a greater curse to the present | 
generation than ruthless grasping priests or despots. 


THE PROST. 


Tu frost, which, for continuance and severity, is such as ha 
scarcely been kuown in this country by the present genera- 
tion of farms, hes entirely put a stop to all out-door agricul- 
tural work, and the corn markets are as inanimate as the 
farms. Nor dovs there appear to be any prospect of improve- 
ment in the weather. Snow is again falling, aud should it end 
in rain and a break up of the frost, of which, however, there 
are at present no signs, sv large a quautity of snow will have then 
to bgot rid of, that some time must ‘elapse after the cessation of 
frost before the landcan be properly;worked. Already February, 
usually a most busy movtb, has passed away, and nothing bas 
been done to forward the spring cropping; so that when spring 
weathercomes ‘armers will tind their work greatly in arrear. 


From the couutry we have no reports, save that the frost and 
snow have putastop to everythiag. Stock provender is being 
rapidly cousumed, and, where plenty of food is not supplied, flocks 
aud herds are failing into low condition, ‘The earty lambs, of 
which in some districts there are a good many, are demanding 
the utmost care and vigilance ou the part of the farmer and | 
his shepberds, but where judicious atteution is paid we have 
heard of jew losses. It is really surprising what a great degree | 
of cold can be borne by ewes and lambs when the former are | 
in good condition, and a good lambivg yard is provided. Ia | 
the abseuce of business in the cora’ markets, prices of ali kinds 
of grain tead downwards, and plain indications exist that actual 
prices are the result rather of opinion ‘than ascertaived defi- 
ciency. Any favourable appearance in foreiga matters holding 
out hopes of peace, or a somewhat larger importation of grad, 
has at once a depressing effect on prices of grain. In the 
meautime consumption must be talling off, for amongst the labour- 
ing classes, both in towns and the country, there is great want of 
employment with considerable distress. As an instance of the 
severity of the season, a correspondent of the Mark Lane Es- 
press states that twenty fat oxen out of 50, which were sbipped irom 
Aberdeen on the 7th of February for Smitbfield market on the 
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deck of the vessel, were frozen to death, or at le»st were slaugh- 
tered on board when exhausted by the cold and unable to rise 
again, so that a speedy death became inevitable. 





WINTER FARMING. 


Littte can be doue by the farmer during severe weather except to 
take care of bis stock ; and to be able te do so he must have made 
r provision for the purpose. Yet how commonly is tis neg- 
ected. The following remarks on the point occur in he West Glou- 
cestershire and Mid Kent agricultural reports of the Mark Lane Ez- 
press. The West Gloucestershire report says:— 


The young wheats, before they were hidden from inapection, looked promi+inz 
and healthy, and the weather has, since that time, been quite favourable: the 
frost will check precocious luxuriance, while the snow screens it from intense 
inclemency ; in fact, the arable lands are but slightly penetrated wih frost, so 
kindly does the snow afford protection. The Swedes and turnips, where they 
remain on the land, are arrested from premature vegetation by the same cause, 
and hitherto, as that vacillating condition of the elements, alternately freezing 
and thawing, has not been experienced, they have a fair prospect of remaining 
sound. Should these favourable conditions last, keep will vot be scarce, as the 
root crops will compevsste for the short cut of hay last summer, The teams 
sre actively employed io carting out manure, although the lend, in many sita- 
ations, has been in such a favourable state, that it was not delayed for the arri- 
val of the frost. There are not avy complaints of disease among stock of any 
kind; there has not been any inclement weather to affect them. The dairy 
cows will soon be ready to give forth their produce, and they require attention, 
much more than ts usually bestowed upon them in this district. It is painful 
to behold the majority of them, managed, or rather mismanaged, as they are, 
Wita the snow on the ground, they may be seen gathering the hay | brown ia little 
heaps, or perchance in cribs; butin either case they trample on and destroy as 
much asthey eat. This arises from parsimonious notions of economi:ing labour, 
and idleness; but, if the farmer would bear this in mind, he would surely adopt 
a better «ystem : —If thirty cows each destroy half a hundred weight of hay per 
weck, by tramping it under foot, and it costs 508 per ton to grow the hay, the 
amount he loses weekly is 1/178 6d. One-third of that sum would be more 
than sufficient to defray the charge of a man for requisite att: ndance upon them 
in the homestead. There are many farmers who have sheds, yet they do not 
use them, who seem to prefer sending their hay to the cattle, rather than bring 
their cattle to the hay. The appearance of the animale, be they old or young, 
where properly housed and attended to, compared with those which are neg— 
lected, affords incontrovertible evidence of the advantages which are derived 
from care; and when the spring is backward, it tells with double effect on dairy 
cows, 

Nothing can be more wretched than the management of the dairy 
stock in Gloucestershire. Most of the farms have no arable land, 
and the cows are seldom housed in the winter, so that in the 

ing their condition is most miserable. Half of them are living 
skeletons; while they consume and waste more food than with good 
management and careful housing would keep them ia tair condition. 
The chief difficulty in the way of a better system seems to be the 
want of straw orother litter, a sufficient supply of which is neces- 
sary to enable the farmer to keep his dairy cows entirely in the 
house throughout the winter. The farmers, too, have a prejudice 
against housing their stock entirely. But kt any one try 
@ cow kept partly in the house and partly out, or wholly 
out of doors, against another kept altogether in a well-shel- 
tered shed and properly littered, each receiving the same kind 
and quantities of food, and he will be satisfied that the housed cow 
will thrive infinitely more than that which is a!lowed to roam either 
wholly or partially in the meadows during the winter. 
_ The Kentish reporter mentions the low state of the breeding flocks 
in his district from being kept on the moist meadows :— 

A considerable breadth of such [hop] gardens has been dug, and the same 
may be eaid of some orchards in tillage, although the work of pruning trees 
and the like rendere them generally later than the hop gardener. I may al-o 
add, that the fine open weather has favoured work of other kinds as well, 
while many of the jobs purposely left for bad days have been delayed much 
beyond their proper time, ar, for iustance, the roads are in worse order than 
usual, and all contemplated alterations, in the way of grubbing up old trees 
or hedges, or making new ones, have been put off with a view to push on the 
work more commonly donein February. However, winter hae set in with us 
at last, and at the time I write (the 26th) seems so steady es probably to 
last some time, and we may yet have enough of it ere it leaves us. The 
fine autumn was of infinite service in the low lands, in the way of enabling 
our farmers to get in their seed corn in much better condition than usual; and, 
since then, I have not heard anything ugainst it appearance, and certainly the 
present snow will not do it any harm; but one of our greatest drawbacks is 
the unhealthy condition of cur sheep, which have dove badly this autumn and 
winter, and many have died. Somehow the mildness of the weather has kept 
the grass in continuous growth, and the young blades being more acceptable 
to the sheep than hey and other dry food, they have been purged to an extent 
that accounts for their poverty. Those on turnips have done better; but the 
breeding flocks, being mostly on meadow lands, and no: much hand fed, they 
have suffered severely. Some complaints bave also reached us that builocks 
have done badly. 

The ili-doing of the sheep has probably arisen from their being al- 
lowed to roam over too great an extent of pasture land, and so pick 
enough of newly-springing grass to give them a distaste for dry 
food. If breeding ewes are kept in one meadow throughout the 
Winter, and well supplied with dry food and a moderate quantity of 
cut turnips, they will always do well, and there will be no cumplaints 
of purging or other ills. 





Hureiqn Correspondence. 


From our Paris Oorrespondent. 
Paris, Feb. 22, 1855. 

The Emperor’s project of going to the Crimea is now openly avowed, 
though it has not been announced officially by the Moniteur. Ali his 
ordinary councillors have represented to him the dangers and impropriety 
of such an undertaking, and he does not himself overlook them ; but he 
has given orders to prepare everything for his departure, waiting for the 
next reports from the Crimea before taking a decisive resolution. 





It is reported that Lord Palmerston has sent a note to the English Am- 
bassador, who has made representations in the name of England, de- 
claring that in the absence of the French Monarch it was impossible to 
open the conferences at Vienna, and then Lord John Russeli’s mission 
would have to be postponed 

General Niel, the same who commanded at the taking of Bomarsund, 
and was sent to Sebastopol in order to survey the state of t sand 
make a report to the Emperor, has arrived in Paris, and was re@#ived on 
Monday last at the Tuileries. His account is far from favourable, andit 
may urge the Emperor to depart. The general health of the army was 
indeed improving, but there were symptoms of insubordination and dis- 
content among them. When the Imperial Guard arrived at the camp, 
they were to take several of the positions which were occupied by the 
Zouaves. But this corps mutinied, and declared that they would not 
abandon them; that they were a choice troop, and would not suffer them- 
selves to be superseded by a regiment who had just come and had taken 
no part in the past trials and dangers of the siege. It was the cause of 
the sedition which was reported by telegraphic despatches, and in spite of 
the Moniteur contradicting those reports, it is quite true that about ten 
Zouaves were condemned to be shot and a certain number were sent to 
Algiers. 

Besides, there are general complaints that there is jealousy between 
the commanding generals Canrobert and Bosquet, and a want of unity 
in the plans of Lord Raglan and General Canrobert. 

The Emperor thinks that his own presence is indispensable to give a 
direction to the operations of the war, and to inspire the army with en- 
thusiasm at the decisive moment of the general assault on the fortress. 

An aid-de-camp departed on Saturday last for Marseilles, to prepare 
the steamer which is to take the Emperor and the troops who accompany 
him. 6,000 soldiers of the Imperial Guards have received two days 
ago minie rifles, and they depart on the 27th instant. The Emperor’s 
departure, which was at first fixed for the 22nd instant, and afterwards 
for the 25th or 26th, is now put off to the 5th of March. Perhaps the 
advice which is given every day will at last prevail upon him to relin- 
quish his project. 

The Emperor intends to take with him Prince Napoleon Bonaparte, 
the son of Jerome, whose conduct, since his return from the Crimea, 
has given him great displeasure. He was re-called on account. of his 
assumed ill-health, and since his arrival he was every night at balls and 
soirees, as if to imply that his health was not the true motive of his 
return. 

The Council of Regency has been appointed ; it consists of Count de 
Morny, M. Troplong, and M. Baroche, but it will not be announced in 
the Monifeur. They have only full powers to act in case of extraor- 
dinary events. 

The Emperor’s departure is almost the only topic of conversation in 
all circles, and it has superseded every other question. It seems, how- 
ever, that Prussia is at last inclined to sign the separate treaty which has 
been proposed by England and France. 

The Moniteur published on Wednesday last a financial report of M. 
Magne, the new Minister ot Finance. The budget of 1854 will balance 
with a deticiency of 60 millions, but the public works have given rise to 
extraordinary expenses, amounting to 66 millions. The budget of 1855 
has been voted with a surplus of nearly 4 millions of francs. It is not 
yet possible to guess what will be the balance, but the revenue of 
January has already exceeded by 8 millions the revenue of the corre- 
sponding month of 1854. The budget of 1855 will be soon presented 
to the Legislative Body. It has been proposed to re-establish the tax of 
17 centimes on landed property. It would have yielded 27 millions, 
and the budget would have been balanced by a deficiency of 10 millions. 
But a sum of 34,600,000 has been taken from the public works, so as 
to form an equilibrium. The floating debt is about the same as last 
year, when it was rated at 697 millions. The Bons du Tresor amount 
to 218 millions, and the funds of the savings banks to 280 millions. 
As to the expenses of the war, they will be met by the resources which 
have been furnished by the two loans of 250 and 600 millions.

LONDON DOCK POR! WINE FRAUDS. 
f'0 the Editor of the Economist. . 

Sia,—Your correspondent, * Double Diamond,” in a most lengthy and 
elaborate epistile (in which upon most points his opinions and mine en- 
tirely coincide), says:—* It is of no use for ‘ Single Diamond’ to attemp 
to disguise these facts.” Dr Johnson and “ Double Diamead” mes 
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understand the word ‘‘ disguise” to express a very different meaning, or 
} he would not accuse me of concealment. The facts stated by “* Double 
' Diamond” are patent to the whole wine trade. Sour trash has beea 
} housed in the Kast vault to the extent of 4,600 gallons, and which be- 
| came in course of time transformed into good port wine. How was this 
done? No one knows! Then we must endeavour to find out. Every 
cask ed prior to the month of November should be unstowed and 
rega . This the revenue should insist upon, as it would be convincing 
proof to the trade as well as the Crown, Pending this, all must be sur- 
mise, and the Dock Company supposed innocent until proved guilty. 

** Double Diamond” affirms that the 4,600 gallons vinegar have been 

| distributed in numerous casks of port wine now lying in the East vault, 
because the trash is not forthcoming in any tangible shape. Where are 
the lees of all racked wines deposited? Doubtless washed down some 
sewer, and, in “ Single Diamond's” humble opinion, the vinegar has seen 
the light by the same road, for the following reasons :— 

If the good wine abstracted from sundry casks had been replaced by 
the sour trash, why a deficiency of 69 gallons upon the 83 pipes. By 
taking nothing from nothing, why nothing should remain. Also, it is a 
much more easy and rapid operation to abstract from a cask than to 
replace. Filling is a sloppy operation, and tells tales in a damp place. 

It must be also borne in mind that those committing these frauds were 
aware that a certain quantity of wine might be plundered from each cask 
without showing any actual deficiency, for in the case of the 83 pipes in 
question the merchants claim was for 69 gallons, while possibly the defi- 
ciency might have been 152; for, according to custom, the Dock Company 
is only compelled to reimburse the merchant for any deficiency which 
shell exceed one gallon per cask per annum ; therefore, if your cask of wine 
becomes minus to that extent in one month or one week after landing, 
you have no redress but a polite note from the Company—an exquisitely 
clean specimen of penmanship, and I only wish all their cooper’s opera- 
tions were as cleanlily conducted as the caligraphy in the superintendent’s 
Office. 

While my surmises may not coincide with those of “‘ Double Diamond,” 
I perfectly agree with him, that in the event of all the casks being found 
to contain their full quantities, the sour trash has been mixed with some- 
body’s fine port wins, in which case, doubtless, endeavours will be made to 
render the Company liable for actual or possible deterioration ; at any 
rate, many will be disposed to ¢ry it. 

Should J ‘ind any disposition on the part of the Dock Company or the 
revenue authorities to relax their endeavours to discover the extent, as 
well as the authors of this monstrous fraud, ** Double Diamond” may be 
assured that my small supply of soft soap shall not be used to mollify the 
wounds or bruises of either party ; but he willagree with me that, pend- 
ing legal inquiry, prejudging the matter will not assist those concerned in 
the collection of evidence. Considering it imprudent unnecessarily to 
alarm holders of wines in the East vault must be my apology for filling 
your columns with these remarks.— Your obedient servant,

Monday, Feb. 19. 

A. debate of some length arose upon the three London Dock Bills, which 
stood for a second reading, but which were thrown out on a division by a very 
large majority. 

Ona the first order of the day for going into committee of supply, 

Mr Layard rose to call attention to the present state of affairs, and to the 
actual condition of the country, which was supposed, he said, to be standi 
almost upon the brink of ruin. He adverted first to the composition of the Go- 
vernment, to which was to be confided the conduct of one of the greatest wars 
ever intrasted to apy Administration. That Government was almost identical 
with the last; it behoved Parliament therefore to consider what the late Go- 
vernment had done, and how far these members who remained were worthy of 
its confidence, After glancing at the alleged deficienci-» of the late Adminis. 
tration in regard to their diplomacy, the blockade of the Russian porte, and the 
Foreign Enlistment Act, he observed that what was proposed by the present 
Ministry was not to recall incompetent agente, but to send out @ series of com. 
missions; what the country, however, wanted was not commiesions, but men, 
or a man, fit forthe emergency. Among the prospective measures enumerated 
by Lord Palmerston nothiog was said about the Horse Guards; yet, unless the 
Government were determined to remodel that branch of the military adminia- 
tration, aud to do away with the system of favouritism, the country would not 
be satisfied. Mr Layard insisted strongly upcn the latter point, and called 
upon the Government, if they desired to save the remnant of our gallant army 
in the Crimes, to send thither a man of vigour, who woald, in defiance of 
family considerations, cut dowa abuses with a kuife. 

Lord Palmerston wa, ho said, the last to flad fault with any man who 
blamed any part of our administrative syetem, but he protested against the 
language he had heard from Mr Layard, who hid valked of the degradation of 
this country and of its becoming the laughiog etock of Europe. He lamented 
the sufferings of the army, and he admitted that those sufferings had been ag- 
gravated by want of management on the part of those who had the administra- 
tion of the details; but these mistakes bad not been conflaed to the British 
troops; he had pretty good ground for asserting that the sick and wounded in 
the camp of the Russians amounted to 35,000 mev. These sufferings arose 
from physical causes in the power of no man toeontrol. After a brief reply to 
some parte of Mr Layard’s speech, Lord Palmerston added that he was satis- 
fied that the people of this couatry looked more deeply into these things than 
that gentleman supposed, and that when they saw a Government established 
in consequence of the failure of two attempts, they would feel that men who 
undertook the conduct of affairs in such circumstauces from a sense of public 
duty, and from honourable motives, were entitled to the credit of being 
actuated by a desire to perform a public duty, aud that they would give 
their support to such men, not forcing themselves upon the country, but 
coming forward at an emergency. The Government threw theméeelves upon 
the generosity of Parliament and the country, and he was convinced that, with 
their support,, in spite ot trifling reverses, ney would carry the contest toa 
successful issue, and, whether by an honourable peace now, or by force of arms 
hereafter, place the couatry upon a proud footiog of security. 

After some remarks by Mr J. Phillimore, Mr Warner, and Mojor Reid, the 
house went into committee of supply upon the army estimater, 

Mr F. Peel prefaced the details of the estimates by remarking that they 
differed from the estimates of the current year —firet, in the increased number 
of men—namely, 178,645 (exclurive of the troops in India, of the fureign corps, 
and the embodied militia), which exceeded the vote of last year by 35,869 men; 
secondly, in the large augmentation of many of the services heretofore included 
in the estimates, and in the creation of newdepartments, such as the land 
transport corps. He then etated the manner in which the increase wav distri- 
buted over the entire army, and explained the various items. The charge for 
the effective land forces was 7,353,000/—an excess over the charge of last year 
of 2,630,000d. The charge for the embodied militia was 3,813,000/, Tue total 
amount for eff-ctive and non-effective services was 13,721,v0U/. The total 
strength of the army for the coming year, exclu-ive of artillery, enzineers, and 
the troops in India, was 193,595 of all ranke, of which number 14,950 would 
consist of foreigners; and this formed the first vote submitted to the committee, 
the di-cussion of which, embracing various matters connected with the prose- 
cution of the war, occupied the rest of the evening. 

Lord Palmerston, in the course of a general reply to objections, vindicated 
the policy of the Government in the conduct of hostilities, their main object 
being, he observed, to cripple the Russian power in the Black Sea, where alune 
au effectual blow could be struck, leaving the land frontier of Turkey to the 
protection of Austris. 
had not hitherto succeeded in putting the Foreigo Enlistment Act in operation, 
that the language used in the debates in Parliament had created such a feeling 
of indignation throughout the contineot, that persons who had been prepared 
to take letters of service in Germany bad thrown them up, declaring that they 
were unabie to raisea man. With regard to the deticiencies of the army, he 
added, they arose not from want of supplies, but from want of arrangemeuts for 
conveying to the men and horses the things sent out fur them; these deficiencies 
would be remedied by the Government. 

Mr Wileon gave explanations respecting the coffee sent to the Crimea, in 
reply tosome severe remarks by Colonel North. 

This vote, and the nex’, for the sum of 7,353,804/, having been agreed to, 
the Chairman was ordered to report progrese. 

The house then went into committee on the Newspaper, &c., Postage and 
Stamp Duties, when 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer moved the following resolutions : —‘‘ That 
it is expedient to repeal the exemption of newspapers from postage duty, 
and to charge on newspapers and printed books and papers transmitted 
by post rates of postage not exceeding 1d for every four ouuces in 
weight, and for any fractional part of four ounces;” and “ That it 
is expedient to alter and amend the laws relating to the stamp duties on 
newepapers, the printing and publishing of newspapers, and registration aad 
giving securities in Connection therewith, and the regulation of the duties of 
postage On printed papera,” which were agreed to. 

The report of the committee of supply was brought up and agreed tc. 

The Consolidated Fund Bill wae read a second time.—Adjourned. 


Tuesday, Feb. 20. 

Mr Serjeant Shee moved for leave to bring in a bill to provide com- 
pensation for improving tenante, and to consolidate and amend the iaws Te 
lating to leasing powers in Ireland. 

Leave was given to bring in the bill. 

Mr Dunlop moved for leave to bring in a bill to facilitate the erection of 
dwelling-houses for the working classes in Scotland, explaintug the vbjec 
and provisions of the measure. The motion was agreed to. 

Mr J. Phillimore brought in a bill for the appolatment of public prose- 


cutora, 
Mr Collier called attention to the state of our trade with Rassis, acd 
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moved for certain returner. He adverted to the peculiarity of our trade with 
Russia. The landed proprietors of that empire drew their revenge from the 
products of the soil, for which we were the greatest customer?, and those pro- 
ducts were raised by the advance of capital by British merchantr, the cutting 
off of which resource would sap the foundation of the Russian power. At 
the outbreak of the warthe rouble, the pulse of Russian commerce, declined 
from 38d to 32d, and was expected to fall still much lower; the ruin of the 
Russian landed proprietors was anticipated and the bankruptcy of the Czir. 
But if we had failed in oar military operations in the Crimea, the failure of 
our operations against the commerce of Russia had been greater, 

Mr Cardwell said, when, at the expiration of a peace of 40 years, we found 
ourselves involved in a European conflict, it became necessary to consider what 
ought to be the commercial policy of this country, and to regard the course to 
be pursued with reference to the enemy with whom we were about to coutend, 
to our allies, and to neutral Powers. The declaration of war was accom- 
panied by « declaration of policy on our part, vot waiving our belligerent rights, 
but suspending a portion of them, Mr Collier had alleged that the oourse 
adopted hed been totally ineffective; but he (Mr Cardwel') would show that 
it had been far from jueffective. Mr Collier had indicated the pecu'farity of the 
Russian trade, which was sustained in peace by British capital employed in 
raising the produce of Russis. The natucal corollary wae that time should 
be allowed for Britieh subjects to bring that produce home. Time had there- 
fore been given ia the Baltic and in the White Sea. With regard to the Black 
Ses, the blocksde, he admitted, had not been enforced in a satisfactory manner, 
but the general result of our operations had been to annihilate the Kussian 
commerce, while our ships were unharmed, Again, there was reason to be- 
lieve that the manufactures of Russia had materially suffered, as our blockade 
of her porte had put upon Russia the very pressure which Mr Collier was anxi- 
ous to inflict upon this country in the eupply of raw mate-isle. Mr Cardwell 
referred to statistical details, showing the diminution of the exporte of produces 
from Russia and of the imports of cotton. The depreciation of the rouble had 
been appealed to, but an argument drawn from the exchanges was, he ob- 
served, but another form of the argument to be deduced from the general 
results of commerce, and, as the exchanges were liable toa variety of disturb- 
ing causer, it was eafer, in his opinion, to rely upon other indications. By our 
blockade, then, we had produced a consideratle effect upon Ruesis. Was it in 
our power by other means to inflict a greater injury, and would not those 
other measures inflict a greater injury upon Eogland? Blockade sopera- 
ting upon neutrals preduced a mazimum of pressure upon Rusia and a 
minimum of preseare upon ourselves, whereas comcercial restrictions at home 
would have an opposite effect. Mr Cardwell then examined at considerable 
length the remedial suggestions offered by Mr Collier, insisting upon the evile 
attending theenforcement of the right ofsearcb, and upou the frauds inseparable 
from asystem of certificates of origin. It appeared to him, he said, remarkable 
that at the end of twelve months of war we had inflicted so much pres-ure upon 
the enemy with eo amall an injury to our own commerce; and this result he 
thought justified the mode of aggression which hud been adopted by the 
Government, ; 

Sir J. Graham explained the cauces of the delay of the blockade in the Black 
Sea. He was conscious, he said, that from an honest desire to give information, 
he had answered questions upon this subject prematurely. The facts were, 
that orders for the blockade in the Black Sea were iseued in May, the mode 
being left to the discretion of the Englieh and French Admirals, who came to 
the desision that it should be carried into effect in the Bosphorus, and notice 
Was communicated to the respective ambaseadore, They, however, had great 
doubts as to the legulity of the notice, and upon a full consultation with the 
authorities at home it was rejected. Three months were thus lost, Then the 
expedition to the Crimea took place, in which the whole naval force of the 
two Powers was employe, so that it was not until a late period that the orders 
could be carried into effec’, At present, be believed that every port in the 
Black Ses, except the mouths of the Dauube, was closely biockaded.—

Mr Whiteside obtained leave to bring in a series of bills for reforming, amend- 
ing, and regulating the structure, procedure, practice, aud public charges of 
the Court of Chancery in Irejand.— Adjourned. 

Thursday, Feb. 22. 

Among the many questions put to tne Government was one by Mr Warner, 
with regard to the powers to be given to the commissions of inquiry proceed- 
ing to the East, to which 

Lord Paimerston replied that the coramissioners would have full power to 
alter any arrangements which they might deem defective ; to make reports 
both to the Commander of the Forces and to the Government at home, with a 
view to persons! as well as other arrangements, and toesrry into effect any 
changes in the arrengemente whicb they might thiok necessary. 

Before proceeding to the business on the paper, 

Lord Palmerston rose to state to the house, he said, what was probably 
well known already, that three of the members of Her Mojesty’s Goverument 
had intimated their intention to revign the offices they had hitherto held— 
namely, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, the Firet Lord of the Admiralty, 
and the Secretary of State for the Colonice, who retained those « flices only 
until their successors were appointed. Under these circumstances, and con- 
sidering that these three members of the Government were in that house, he 
trusted that the house would not think it unduly pressing upon their ivdal- 
Gece to ask them not to enter upou avy public business that dey which 
Tequired discussion, and to adjourn uutil Friday, when the three members 
Would attend in their places, and state to the house the grounds of their re- 
signation.

The new act to carry into effect a treaty between Her Majesty and 
and the United States, which received the royal assent on Monday, 
has been printed.

The object of the statute is to secure 
to the inhabitants of the United Stater, in common with the a 
of Her Mujesty, the liberty to take fish of every kind except shell fish 
on the sea coasts and shores, and in the bays, harbours, and creeks, 
of Caneds, &., without being restricted to any distance from the shore, 
with permission to land upon the coasts and shores of the colonies. 
The — granted applies solely to the sea fishery, and the salmon 
fishery and other fisheries are reserved exclusively for British fisher:

Graiv, flour, animals, meat, fish, poultry, and other com- 
modities, are mentioned. The act is to come into operation a+ s00n 
as proclaimed in Canade, New Brunswick, Nova Scotie, and Prince 
Edward's Island. With to Newfoundland, it is enacted that 
whenever the necessary laws shall be passed by the Legislature of New- 
foundland, and approved of by Her Majesty, the present act is to ex- 
tend to that colony. 

A new method of paying duties at the Custom-house in London ie 
said to have been decided on. Itis simply that of receiving payment in 
bank notes printed specially for the purpose, and is tocome into ope- 
ration as soon as the Bank of England can prepare the requisite forms. 
These notes will be issued only to bankers, and the course will be 
for any one having Customs duties to pay to send his check crossed 
to his private banker, who in return will give a draught upon the 
Bank of England for the amount in Customs notes, which will be re- 
ceived by the authorities precisely as so much cash. By this arrange- 
ment the merchant will be relieved of all risk, labour will be lessened 
in the Customs treasury, and a large amount of Bank circulation will 
be set free. It is also said that about 1,500! a year will be saved to 
the Bank, which has been lost by cancelling the notes hitherto daily 
used.

Tue Lire or Horace Greetey, Editor of the New York Tribune. 
By J. Panton. New York: Masons Brothers, 


In the United States there never has existed that mutual hostility be- 
tween the Government and the newspaper press which has accompa- 
nied the growth of the latter in Europe, nor that contempt for news- 
per writers which long — in every part of the Old World, 
veval with the origin of their independence, the newspaper in the 
States has been considered a natural and necessary part of society; 
and its services io forming and diffusing opinions, in supporting par- 
ties, in strengthening interests, in promoting improvements, have been 
as cheerfully and universally recognised as the services of statesmen 
or judges. The second, if not the first, greatest man the States have 
roduced was a newspaper writer and printer, and the occupation of 
Franklin has always stood high in the estimation of his country- 
men, They reudily appreciated the influence of the press, which we 
in Kurope have been slow to learn, and the overthrow of thrones by 
its means, with the actual accession of newspaper writers to political 
office, were required here before society became sensible of their power. 
Impressed with the importance of this fact, Mr Carlyle has written; 
“Journalists are now the true kings and clergy. Henceforth his- 
torians, unless they are fools, must write not of Bourbon dynasties 
and Tudors and Hapsburgs, but of stamped broad sheet dynasties, 
and quite new successive names, according as this or the o:her able 
editor, or combination of able editors, gains the world’s ear.” The 
influence of broad sheet dynasties is now universally acknowledged 
in Europe, but the contrast Mr Carlyle marks shows the reason 
why they are still very generally feared. In the States they have 
superseded and supersede no other dynasty. Here they have. One 
of their modern kings and clergy in the States is Horace Greeley. 
He has been » hard student under great difficulties; a printer strug- 
gling against poverty; a journalist uniting the two characters io him. 
self of aman of letters and a man of business—the latter imperfect; 
and, finally, nothing but a journalist and a politician. After many 
years’ labour, and after publishing more than 5,000 numbers of his 
weekly aud daily lucubrations, he has now completely gained the 
ear of his countrymen, and is regarded by them as one of the in- 
fluential powers of the States. The Tribune, which he still edits and 
established fourteen years ago, sends forth some 26,000 of the daily 
issue, 11,400 of the semi-weekly issue, and 100,000 of the weekiy 
issue. Though we have works describing the newspaper press, and 
iving us the history of the individuals who have risen to eminence 
y this path—such as the late Mr Perry and the late Mr Walter,—and 
though the idea of the superiority ot the dynasty of the press to 
royal dynasties and to every bierachy but its own is necvssari'y of 
| European origin, because here the fact has come into existence; yet 
the bold avowal of a design to write the life of one of the heroes of 
the press, one of the leaders of society, destined to overthrow dynas- 
ties and hierachies, is American, and could only be entertained in 
America, The hero Mr Parton worships is self-educated, and deserves 

| to be personally known in Europe, where his labours are much talked 
of and appreciated. The book has a double interest. It is a very in- 
teresting biography, and, like Mr Barnum’s work, makes us acquainted, 
far better than bouks of travels, with some peculiarities ot society in 
the States. Mr Greeley is muternally descended from Irish-Scotch 
presbyterian ancestors, who took refuge in America from epi-copal 
superioriiy, and established there, after valiantly defending their own 
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Londonderry, in Ireland, a new » in which 
served the manners and traditions of dae Sack ancestors Sab in 
Ireland. They established themselves in New Hampshire, in a rocky 
country; and the history of this eolony, its riyid preservation o 
the customs of the Scotch settlers in Ulster, is an extremely interest. 
ing piece of, what we may c:ll, national or social biography. Pater- 
nally, Mr Greeley is descended from an English stock that had root in 
Notts, and sent off a shoot 'o the States as early as 1650. He is in all 
respects a fair sample of the descendants of our brethren who went 
across the Atlantic, and, as ic happens that the arid parts of the country 
in which they settled se-ms, till lately, to have made far less pro- 
gress than either the North of Ireland or the Middle of England, we 
now fiad there a more correct and living representation of some our 
ancestors than has beea preserved at home. Nay, it is rather singular 
to have two of the places where young Greelvy lived described as 
going to decay and partially deserted, while the homes o' his ances- 
tors in this crowded country have become since they left still more 
crowded. The fact brings under notice two very distinct societies in 
the States—the population of the great towns on the Eastern sea-board, 
standing in close relation to society in Europe, receiving its people 
and its manners, modell-d to some extent by them, and exerting a 
great reciprocal influence on them ; and the population of the country 
in the sterile districts of the North-East as well as the fertile 
plains of the South-West, where Old Europe is, as it were, pre- 
served and lives over again, but in arenewed and more beautiful form, 
This latter pertion of society in the Sates is distinctly pourtrayed 
in the present book, as it was in Barnum’s: it has preserved many of 
the prejudices, vices, and opinions, as well as the virtues, of the past, 
which have disappeared from the other portion of society, and their 
influence may be distinctly traced in the mind of Mr Greeley. 
Entirely self-educated, entering New York a ragged boy, who was 
taken for a runaway apprentice, he has risen to the very top of the 
profession; for in the States the newspaper writers and editors con- 
stitute a profession like the lawyers and doctors, and, though his 
partial biographer has entered too much into minute details, Mr 
Greeley d-serves in ail his principal phases to be known in Europe, 
He is a generous, impulsive man, bu‘ nota wise one. The Tribune bas 
been the advocate of every modern ism—sociaiism, Fourrierism, spirit - 
rappingism, organisation of labourism, protectionism, Maine liquor 
lawism, and every other ism we believe that has promised in these times 
of teeming theories to benefit the great multitude. One after another, 
however, he seems to have resigned them all except the very worst, 
which, having brought with him from decaying Amherst and London- 
derry as a child, he still pertinaciously adheres to, after every reason- 
able man has, in theory at least, given it up. He still advocates pro- 
tection by law to the nativeindustry of the Americans. He still adheres 
also to Maine liquor lawism, not being bimeelf a drinker of alcohol. 
He is sti!l believed in too, because he has thrown himself heart and 
soul into the advocacy of every cause he hus embraced; and, by his 
earnestness for something new, bas made his readers as well as hime 
self forget the ridiculous isms he has before maintained and cast aside, 
His impulses are on the right side, and, like our own benevolent and 
fanciful theorists, his impetuosity makes every cause popular which 
he embraces. Mr Parton’s book makes the man, and mukes the 
parties and opinions of the States, known; and, notwithstanding some 
wearying details, we recommend the his:ory of one of the heroes of 
the press in America to general perusal. A great deal of knowledge 
may be obtained from it, while the reader ig hunting only after amuse- 
ment. 





TRANSATLANTIC WANDERINGs: or, A Last Look at the United States. 
By Capt. OLpmixon, R.N. Routledge and Co. 
WE are always glad to meet with books on tie United states. They 
are a country full of the deepest int-rest for us, and we must always 
regard them with a sympathy of the highest kind, well aware, as we 
are, that these feelings are returned by them with ioterest. Every 
one who assists in raising such feelings where they did not exist before, 
or in strengthening them by the eradication of prejudices, who adds 
ever so smalla mite to our stock of knowledge, whether useful or 
emusing, is deserving of praise, and to a share of such praise Capt. 
Oldmixon has fully made out his claim. This book has some great 
merits; it communicates, indeed, no startling facts, no exciting inci- 
dents, no highly novel views; it does not aim at writing down slave 
or explaining the meaning and objects of the Know-nothings, but it 
conveys @ more just appreciation of the eubject it treats of, than most 
travellers’ books, it is free from prejudice, an! is written in a simple, 
clear, unpretending style, that suits well with the open, hearty, sym- 
pathising character displayed by the writer. 
OMNIBUSES. 

I have spoken of the crowds of vehices in Broadway, and the crowds of 
people, quite equal to ours ia London, in Piccadilly, or the Strand ; all the 
Carriages totally different from ours; the ’bueees cddiooking thinge, but more 
roomy and comfortable than ours, passengers not #0 packed; the borses not 80 
cruelly overworked (to the disgrace of our ligeveers!) and no cutsiders. One of 
the most pleasing things in the streets is to see the little use made of the whip, 
and the spirit and sagacity of the horses, as they are cared for, spcken kindly 
to, and not at all overworked in their waggons, droye, he ck-carriagee—tis 
alike remarkable. Tieir’ousses are painted in flaring colours, on white and 
yellow grounds, with landscapes and figurer; some wry well done—the bad 
taste is nothing; ove forgets it in the comfort iuside, The contrivance to have 
no conductors, and esch to pay through the bole in the roof, is “ Gr-terate 1” 

This is but one of the many cases in which we ave decidedly behind | 
the Americans. If they neither ride so wel) nor breed such good 
horses as our own (a fact, by the bye, limited to the high-bred horse 
only), they certainly diive better and treat their horses better. | 
They do not put the reins into the hands of feelinzless boys, or ruffian 
men, whose on!y qualification for the office of driver i» the cruelty with | 
which they persist in jerk ng and sawing the pour horses’ mouths, when | 
the whip has ceased to have any etlect. ‘Lo a person who has any | 
feeling for the brute creation, this particular ciass of ignorant cruelty 
is sickening. Everybody can understand that driving, like everything 
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else, requires to be learned; yet, while understanding that, few people 
actupto it. Againour omnibuses. We insist on paying two men, where 
only one is required. But then our dignity is not offended by having to 
pass half-a-dozen persons, disty money to the coachman, within a quar- 
ter of an hour, nor by having to actthe partof spy or policeman, in 
seeing that two people do not get out, when the door is opened for 
one. Our national vanity has suffered considerably of late, from 
having been put to the proof, but it will be sometime before the effects 
reach down into the contrivances of everyday life. A trip through 
the States, if prejudice does {not alter the vision, helps a good deal, 
ani the more people go “to the States, the sooner is some change for 
the better likely to take place. It is in such things as our omnibuses, 
our ventilation, our fire-places, and above all in the way our public 
business is done, that we are so Jameniably behind.

They are the helots of the civilised world, and in no nation #0 vilely con- 
sidered as in the United States, The name “ free citizen” applied to them 
seems, indeed, @ mockery.

Thousands 
of them upon thousands mey envy the hardest lot of the worst-used Virginian 
or Alabama slave, with D: Jolinson’s definition ofa ship to boot. With ue, 
whether in the navy, merchant service, or cousting trade, it is still too much 
the same.

Vagant rate; give promotion by favour to a class; neglect our old veterans 
sunk into oblivion; allow pert youth to usurp ali the best poste under minis- 
terial influence, and the friendship, interest, or caprice of some first lord, 
while our sailore are ill paid and neglected. A mean, unwise “ economy”’ 
macks an igoorant or extravagant expenditure, and abroad and at home furms 
& considerable episode to this precious * History of our own Times.” All this 
is a plain and true as the sun at noon. s

fees everywhere over this grand country to admire! If it were alone Boston,

The bread riots, and the total suspension of trade from the 
long-continued frost, of which they are the consequence, with the 
renewed resignations in the Ministry, occupied public attention. 
The visitation of Providence is submitted to unmurmuringly, 
and its consequences for the poorer classes benevolently miti- 
gated. Their want of work is felt to be the occasion for 
those who share the advantages of their labour to contribute to 
their relief, and very cousiderable sums were subscribed on the 
Stock Exchange, on the Royal Exchange, and in Mincing lane,-— 
we presume, too, this was the case in Mark lane,—and sent to 
the police offices for distribution. The people had no occasion 
to become turbulent to obtain relief; and it was only neces- 
sary that it should be generally known to their employers and 
toall who profit by their labour that oe were in distress—that 
in the long season of prosperity they have saved nothing for 
a season of adversity—to ensure at once commensurate as- 
sistance. They were not aware of this, or they judged their 
more opulent neighbours harshly; they rioted, assailed the 
property of others, and, instead of receiving relief, they are 
deservedly punished. 

The Ministerial changes excited, we think, more anxiety. 
People see not how they will end. They look for other and 
greater changes. They do not see what is to come of them, and 
their doubt and uncertainty on this point, combived with other 
causes, produced a complete cessation of business. Except a 
proclaimed holiday, it was scarcely possible to experience a 
daller day in this busy spot.

CUMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY EVEN KE. 
So complete ie the stagnation in the corn market ,to-day, that cir- 
culars have not generally been issued, as there was no business to re- 
cord. The whole week, in consequence chiefly of the river being 
frozen, there has been nothing done, and prices are nominally the 
same as last weck. 
“ A duiler week than the present,” saye Mr Rainford, whose cireu- 
lar is the only one issued, we believe, “hassetdom becu experien 
in Mark Jane. High prices, diminished consumption, the long-con- 
tinued severe frost, interrupted usvigstion, and the latent hope that 
a sufficient supply of wheat, vative or foreign, will be forthcoming 
next harvest, ail teod to prevent «peculation and reduce business to 
the lowest point consistent with tue necessities of the country. On 
Monday there was a very limited supply of Kuglish wheat ; a paucity 
of buyers; prices for grain generaliy were nominally the same as Qn 
the preceding week, and very litile business resulted. Since thea ao 
improvement cau bereported. Off coast there has been only one ar-

rival since last Friday, viz., a cargo of flour from Santander for the port 
of London. To-day there was scarcely anything fresh up in English 
or foreign grain, and the little business done was a few parcels pur- 
chased from the stends at about previous rates. We have hada very 
heavy fall of snow.” 


We have foreign advices from Breslau to Feb. 14, when the wheat 
market, though well supplied, was tirm; from Amsterdam to tbe 
Zist of Feb., when there was a demand for wheut, avd prices had 
advanced; from Stettin to the 17th, when the price of wheat was 
steady, being iofluenced by the absence of demand from Evgtand and 
our steady markets: some sales were made for spring delivery ; 
and from Hamburg to the 17th, when the market was quiet. At 
all these places the frost continued very severe at the respective 
dates. 

In consequence of ships being kept ou, and the stock of sugar 
diminishing, the price continues firm, and former extreme rates 
have been obtained. Refived is a'so improved. 


In coffee no alteration has taken place. The market is inactive. 
Rice is dull, or rather, like other articles, there is no business doing 
in it. 

Public sales of 26,068 packages of tea commenced on Tuesday, and 
were concluded on Wednesday, when 5,000 of the whole lot ovly 
were sold. The sales went off heavily, and former prices were barely 
realised. To-day 3,600 packages more were offered, of which 2,600 
found purchasers at prices iu tavour of the buyers. Duty wes paid 
at this port during the week ended 15th instant on 643,072 Ibs, against 
390,878 Ibs in the same period last year. 


As the public sales of silk terminated on the 22nd inst., Mr Eaton 
says‘ the attendance of buyers was small, and, as might be expected, 
fromm the general position of trade, very little was done; scare~ly any- 
thing but damaged lots selling in the room, and far le«s than usual by 
private contract. The prices actually realised for China were from 
163 to 17s for first and second Tsait-ee, t4s for best thirds, 126 6d to 
133 for other sorts; for Tayeaams 10s 61 to 14e¢ 3d; and tor Cantons 
83 to 10s. For Bengals the inquiry has been extremely limited.” 


The continued absence of any arrivals of importance, and the daily 
further reduction of the stock, combined with the depressed state of 
trade in general, hus caused a rather inactive business in the Liver- 
pool cotton market during the present week: spinners having bought 

very sparingly to the extent of 30,000 bales, only 1,000 bales have 
} been tuken on speculation, and 2,000 bales by exporters, making the 
{| total sales of the week 33,000 bairs. The quotutions for all deserip- 
|| tiens remain without change. The mail trom Americas, which has 

just been telegraphed, advises no improvement in the New York and 
| New Orleans markets: the deficiency in the receipts was 75,000 bales. 


| These reports have tiad no effect upon the Liverpool market, and the 
|| gales to-day are 6,000 bales as former rates. 


The colonial wool sales bave continued through the week, and have 
| gone off quite as well as was expected. 


Of the oil and seeds market, Messrs Wilson, Rose, and Graham say : 
—“ The flatness existing in our market for some weeks past has been 
much increased by the stoppage of our navigation, coupled with the 
disruption of the Cabinet. Trade is almost at a standstil', and prices 
| of many articles with which we are counected nearly nominal.” 


All our accounts from the manufaeturing and outport distiicts are 
unfavourable. Great distress ond want of employment continue 
at Liverpool. Short time is urgently recommended at Manchester, 

and only not adopted generally from a fear of exasperating evils 
‘| already considerable, That so short and we hope temporary cesea- 

tion of employment, chiefly the cousequence of the Lte and the long 

frost, which is affecting employment, expenditure, and consumption 
| in the agricultural as weil as the manufacturing districts, should

Liverpool and London, reveals the continued existence amonyst us of 
| an immense mass of comparatively destitute people, to deprive whom

The tone of the market remains as of late. No redeeming feature is 
observable anywhere. The supply is much ahead of the demand and 
prices, consequently, continue to pursue their course against spinners and 
manufacturers, who become more and more pressing sellers. I[t is a | 
mistake, however, to suppose that there is no business doing. The low 
prices are by no means without some attraction to buyers, who continue 
nibbling now and then, and thus the accumulations of stock get, at least, 
more diffused. But such relief is only to be achieved by low prices, and | 
producers appear to prefer present sacrifices to the locking-up of their 
mills. Short time is, thus far, makiny very little progress, however much 
the local press may urge this point. As lon, as the cost of standing still, 
or working short time, is but little or no less than the loss by a continua- 
tion of the usual activity, millowners will always prefer to go on; and, if 
we look at the fearful state of the labouring population in towns like | 
Liverpool for example, it is perhaps as well that this ext'eme measure | 
should not be adopted too generally, while the extraordinary severity of || 
the weather lasts. Unless a decided change in the present aspect of com. | 
mercial affairs takes place, there is, however, no ultimate escape from it. 

Meanwhile the Factory Inspectors are trying their best to do that for | 
the operatives which their employers would fain avert. By endeavouring | 
to enforce the carrying-out of that clause of the Factory Act which | 
directs the ** boxing-off” of all horizontal shafts, they have raised such a | 
ferment among millowners, that, if this course should be persisted in, they | 
threaten to “ box-off” their mills altogether, by closing them entirely. | 
Meetings on the subject will be shortly held, and a regular agitation 
against the law, the inspectors, and the Home-office is to be expected, |

One of the notes was alleged | 
to have been received by Meyer Spielmann and Co, in Paris, | 
from a person giving the name of G. F. Howard, and the other from | 
A. Monteaux, a money-changer in Paris, which note also had the name | 
of G. F. Howard upon it. Both notes were remitted by Messrs Meyer 
Spielman and Co. to Messrs Adam Spielmann and Co., and received by | 
them in London on the 27th of June last. On behalf of the plaintiff | 
it was contended that the notes having been taken in the ordinary 
course of business, he was entitled to recover upon them. The jury 
found that Meyer Spielmann and Co. did not take the notes bona 
Jide for value; that Adam Spielmann and Co. did take them bona fide 
as aremittanee; and that the notices were duly received. Upon this
